With the Every Kid Outdoors annual pass, fourth graders can bring their families and friends on
outdoor adventures free for a full year! Here in San Diego, they can enjoy the opportunities to
hike along the easy-to-walk Bayside Birding and Walking Trail at the San Diego Bay National
Wildlife Refuge, learn about the rich history of San Diego at Cabrillo National Monument, or
explore the meadows and forests of the Cleveland National Forest. To obtain the pass, fourth
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graders can visit the Every Kid Outdoors website, complete a short educational activity and
download a voucher that may be exchanged for a pass at participating federal lands or water
sites.

Since then, the SoCal Urban Wildlife Refuge Project has
provided opportunities for youth and young adults to ride mountain bikes at the San Diego
National Wildlife Refuge, restore native habitats at the San Diego Bay National Wildlife Refuge,
learn about the California condor at the Hopper Mountain National Wildlife Refuge, or
participate in community cleanup projects along the Los Angeles River.
